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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Pung, Blieszner do not teach a pop-up dispenser containing a plurality of pre- 
moistened wipes being stacked, folded, and interleaved in an interfolded z-fold pattern. 
Muckenfuhs teaches the solution for the problems associated with z-fold sheets in the 
pop-up dispensing. Therefore, in the examiner's opinion, it would not have been 
obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to place/stack the pre-moistened wipes of 
Pung and Blieszner in a pop-up dispensing system, especially in an interleaved, z-fold 
pattern. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
